Note new examiner. 

Applicant's argument that the prior art, Fisher and Acquarulo et al failed to teach 
or suggest the blend of PEBAX intercalated clay and polyolefin or polyester is found 
persuasive. Thus, claims 14, 16, 18-20, 22-35 and 49 are allowed. 

However, rejection of claims 37-46 and 50 under Fisher is maintained with 
following response. 

Fisher clearly teaches PEBAX intercalated clay and any type of molded article 
such as extruded article at col. 5, lines 9-18, and the instantly recited "comprising" 
permits the presence of other polymer such as a compatible polymer such as 
polyamide. The instant extruded base is an obvious modification of said extruded 
article of Fisher. The recited "said article" claims does not add any further limitation 
absent a particular structure and "an extruded base" is claimed.
